First Massacre la Klas 
Phillip's War. 


A-few days ago the old town of Men- 
don, Mass., unveiled a monument in 
commemoration of the first massacre 
in King Philip’s war. 

The town was purchased of the In¬ 
dians in 1653, and on July 14, 1675, the 
date of the massacre, contained about 
M aettlers scattered over a wide ter¬ 
ritory.

Matunss, chief of 
the Kiamuc Indiana. led a war party 
Into the settlement,killing Rachel Puff¬ 
er and her son and a son of John Rock- 
wood, and burning all of tke buildings. 
Other settlers escaped, and the town 
was abandoned for some years. It la 
stated, says the Rochester Democrat 
and Chronicle, that Matunas waa ona 
•f Eliot's converts, but he was not 
converted sufficiently to cure him of 
savagery.
